DIMMING THE HALO 


Two youthful drug store bandits were 
released at Winnipeg after forty-eight 
hours in prison, on condition that they be 
soundly thrashed by their parents. If the 
parents did their duty in the matter the 
chances are that those two boys will try 
to help their acquaintances forget that 
they ever posed as desperadoes. And 
there is a fair likelihood that their youth- 
ful friends will see less glory in the band- 
itry business as they reflect on the in- 


glorious ending of this escapade. There 
is nothing heroic in getting one’s self 


spanked. 
THE “DRIED OUT” CREDIT 


Hon. Robert Weir, Dominion Minister 
of Agriculture, says credit in the West has 
been dried out. Whether that is a better 
term than “frozen,” it amounts to the 
same thing. The situation is that reduced 
prices have sapped the security ef the 
farmer until the banks do not feel justi- 
fied in lending him the money of their de- 
positors on the usual terms, if they lend 
it to him at all, 

But the farmer needs credit in carry- 
ing on his business, as other businessmen 
do, And the farming business is too im- 
portant to the country to be left stalled 
whenever a depression comes along and 
“dries up” the farmer’s borrowing power. 
As both the federal and provincial govern- 
ments are taking thought to the situation, 
there is a prospect that means will be 
found to revive farm credit in one way or 
another. The sooner that is done the bet- 
ter for every interest in the country 


THE UNFORTUNATE FACT 


The United Farmers of Saskatchewan 
at their annua] convention passed a reso- 
lution demanding that the Dominion Govy- 
ernment set a fixed minimum price for 
grain of all kinds, equal at least to the 
average cost of production, 

In practice this would mean that the 
Government must make up to the grower, 
in one way or another, directly or indi- 
rectly, the difference between the fixed 
price, and the price which the grain would 
bring in the market. 

Presumably the sponsors of this pro- 
posal do not demand for themselves any- 
thing more than they would grant to 
others. They would, it is to be supposed, 
have the Government set a fixed price on 
boots, clothing, groceries, machinery, and 
products of all kinds; and pay to the pro 
ducers of all these things the difference 
between the fixed prices and the commer- 
cial selling prices. 

The Dominion Government, that is to 
say, should underwrite the business of 
every person in the country and guaran- 
tee him against loss. Viewed from the 
standpoint that, the Government has or 
can get limitless funds from some source 
other than the pocket of the tax-payer, 
that would be an exquisite arrangement, 
surely. The fly in the ointment is thai 
the Government has no such source upon 
which to draw. 


WHY CHICAGO Is “CHICAGO” 


Big Bill Thompson, mayor of Chicago, 
is running for re-election; and shortly 
after he announced his candidacy it de- 
veloped that some 500 city employees who 
did not look favorably on his ambition to 
serve another term had been suinmarily 
dismissed. Simultaneously, city depart- 
ment heads were served with this ultima- 
tum: 

“No one who is not in favor of Thomp- 
son’s renomination must be left in office 
anywhere in the government—especially 
in offices controlled by the school board. 
See to it that every man and woman who 
is working in those school departments is 
for Thompson—first, last and all the 
time.” 

The following is the interesting and il- 
luminating comment that is made by a 
United States writer of international 
standing: 

“There is nothing especially out of the 
way in this, of course. It is the sort of 
thing that happens in most city govern- 
ments when a mayor runs for re-election 
But it is worth remembering that it is just 
this sort of thing—this demanding that 
city employees make the re-election of a 
politician their major concern over a per- 
iod of months—that explains, in large 
measure, the woeful inefficiency of the

average city government in United 
States.” 

Canadians may feel no particular urge 
to rush out and supply themselves with 
halos as they scan the above lines, but 
most of them will read with amazement 
both the ultimatum of Mr. Thompson and 
the declaration that this is in keeping 
with the general conduct of municipal poli- 
ties in the United States. 

It is at least safe to say that should 
the mayor of any Canadian city issue 
such an order he would thereby write his 
political death warrant. So may it ever 
be. 


THE DEAL IS OFF 


With the exception of the “red” 
element, and of parties who hoped to make 
money out of the traffic, public opinion 
will approve the action of the Dominion 
Government in passing an order-in-council 
which forbids the importation into Canada 
of Russian coal, wood pulp, pulp wood, 
lumber, timber, asbestos and furs. The 
only objection likely to be taken in any 
general way is that the prohibition does 
not cover anything else the Soviet might 
want to send here. 

This action is based on the conviction 
of the Government that these commodities 
are produced by slave labor. There can be 
little doubt of that. But so much informa- 
tion as Moscow has allowed to come 
through regarding communist ideas and 
Soviet methods warrants the assumption 
that slave labor is used to produce every- 
thing else that Russia is exporting or 
likely to éxport. 

Immediately the order is of import- 
ance because it puts an end to the pro- 
posed deal in farm implements announced 
in Ottawa despatches a few days ago. 
The Soviet wanted to buy $103000,000 
worth of Canadian farm implements and 
pay for them one-third in coal. The im- 
plements were wanted to increase Russian 
wheat production. Increasing Russian 
wheat production means increasing the 
amount of wheat Russia will “dump” in 
future years into the markets of Britain 
and other countries in which Canada must 
sell its surplus. 

It may be, as Canada will not supply 
the implements, that the Soviet can get 
them elsewhere; and it may not be. The 
United States is now barring Russian pro- 
ducts, and thereby barring the sale of 
United States implements to Russia on an 
exchange basis. Where else, except in the 
United States and Canada, could Russia 
get the kind of implements it requires and 
pay for them in products? And in any 
case it would be paying too much for the 
implement order for Canada to sacrifice 
the home market of its coal miners in 
order to help Russia capture the export 
market of its wheat growers.

EARACHES MAY FORERUN DEAFNESS 
Many cases of deafness are undoubtedly due to 
the neglect of ear troubles which at the time may 


seem trivial or only of short duration, Earaches often 
forecast deafness. An carache is an indication of in- 
flammation or infection the middle ear. When 
the acute attack is over, it is often followed by 
chronic low grade infection which may eventually 


produce deafness

The midd’e ear communicates with the nose 
through the Eustachian tubes, and an earache 1s 
nearly always an indication that the infection has

closed up the tube into the middle ear

of the reasons why such diseases as measles, 
fever, diphtheria and typhoid are so often complicated 
with earache. Sore throats and tonsil infections may 
also spread along this tube, Sometimes a person will 
actually foree the infection into the tube through 
violently blowing the nose or sneezing 

A middle ear infection is accompanied by a sharp 
aching feeling of fullness in the head, ringing in the 
ears, and often some fever, Pressure behind the cars 
generally increases the pain Occasionally the ear 
drum may be ruptured and the pus discharged, In 
some cases the infection may spread from the middle 
ear back to the mastoid celjs in the prominence just 


behind the ear. The condition then becomes much 
more serious 
In order to lessen the danger of earache it is a 


good plan to place the patient on an xeid fruit Tast, 
using any one kind of acid fruit during the day, pre- 
ferably the sour fruits which do not contain much 
sugar. ‘The patient should also be encouraged to 
drink plenty of water afid should take enemas and 
sweat baths; in fact, try to open up the channels of 
elimination all over the body, This will assist in 
lessening the inflammation in the mucous membrane 
which communicates to the ear so a’ a discharge 
of dammed up mucus is more apt to take place 
through the eustachian tubes and there will be less 
danger of it travelling to the mastoid cells, Hot packs 
placed oyer the ear and over several inches ef the 
region around it will often be of service in lessening 
the amount of pain and bringing a greater supply of 
blood to carry away the toxins which are present. 

The pain of acute earache can sometimes be les- 
sened through blowing the vapor of chloroform into 
the external ear canal. If the fast is immediately 
started on the first indication of an earache and no 
other food is taken, the trouble will usually clear up 
before it becomes serious. 

Children who have enlarged tonsils and adenoids 
are particularly susceptible to the attacks of earache, 
If the mother will see that these troubles are correct- 
ed, she may save the child the distressing symptoms 
and’ possible complications of earache.

On the field of his headquarters at Willamow, 
Wenfceslas, Emperor of Germany and King of Bo- 
hemia, caused three tents to be set up. 

One was black and funereal. On side it 
opened into a white tent, on the other side a red one. 

Surveying this arrangement, Wenceslas rubbed his 


hands with satisfaction, ordered that all the Bohemian 
nobles should be summoned to come to him, and went 
back to his cups to while away the time that must 
clapse before their arrival 

He wanted to regain from the nobles lands with 
which they had been invested by former kings, includ- 
ing his father, Henry IV He had conceived a 
diabolical scheme to achieve his purposes 

The nobles came apprehensively. Crowned King 
of Bohemia when he was only three, elected King 
of the Romans when he was fifteen, and becoming 
emperor of Germany while still but seventeen, Wen- 
ceslas had grown up amidst indulgence which dedi- 
cated him to the worst sensualities. At his capital, 
Prague, he spent two-thirds of his time in drunken- 
ness, His cruelties were notorious

a feast 

How could they know that inside the black tent 
Wenceslas waited for them as a huge spider waits 
for the hapless victims of its web?

Dr. Speer asks, how can the 
British require the citizens of a 


neutral nation to declare themselves 


on one side or the other? 
Why should the British have to 
ask this declaration from what is 


supposed to be a purely religious 
body? Dy. Speer loses his case right 
there, and in those words he pro- 
claims his ignorance of the 
sovereign rights of a nation and the 
right to inflict severe penalties on 
aliens who invade their territory, 
under whatever cloak, and carry on 
political propaganda designed to 
imperil thore sovereign rights. He 
also says: It is a question of 
whether the Christian church is to 
be free of all compromise and com- 
mitments and to be free to speak its 
messege, One would like to know 
what these commitments are, The 
British will certainly not stand in 
the way of him teaching his re- 
ligious dogma, In the above words 
Dr. Speer brings up the whole ques- 
tion, “Its message’; what ts that 
message? For 25 years an informed 
world has been waiting anxiously 
for a definition of that message, 
Is it the mesuage of theology or the 
message of political revolulion? 

If one wishes to study the work 
of the American missions he should 
know thelr work in Turkey and 
the peculiar interpretation they put 
upon the sovereign rights of that 
nation; also thelr interpretation of 
the capitulations, One should also 
read a few copies of their magazine, 
the New Near East.

Celebrate Canada’s Part in 
Decisive South African 


Battle 

Grizzled veterans of the Empire cele- 
brated with song and story the first 
pitched battle in which Canadian sol- 
dicrs fought overseas when the Ed- 
monton unit of the Army and Navy 
veterans of Canada staged the 31st 
annual smoker in honor of the battle 
of Paardeberg, in the Royal George 
Hotel Friday night, Col, F. C, Jamie- 
son, K.C., V.D., M.L.A., took the chair, 

Fighting their battles over again, 
warriors who had not, possibly, met 
since that gray dawn of 31 years ago, 
when the bearded Boer leader, Piete 
Cronje, walked out of his shell-swept 
laager to the victorious British hem- 
ming him in, slapped each other on 
the back and said, “Say, QOld-timer, 
do you remember when—~", 

Sprinkled amongst the westerners 
who had answered the call of Queen 
and country, were square-shouldered 
granite-faced men who had served in 
the cream of the old line regiments 
brigaded with the Canadians on that 
eventful day—survivors of the khaki- 
clad legion which had stormed the 
Boer trenches with their western 
brothers. 

TOAST SUNG 

Proceedings opened with the toast 
to the King, followed by the national 
anthem. Veterans then stood for an 
impressive two-minute silence in honor 
of their fallen comrades, followed by 
a toast to Canada and the singing of 
“O Canada.” 

Hammering thelr glasses on the 
table the gathering then joined in the 
singing of songs of the old campaigns, 
while Norman Hughes and his Aris- 
tocrats furnished the music, In view 
of the length of the program speeches 


were necessarily brief, but speakers 
gained ready response from their hear- 
ers when they stressed the old, un- 
changing ideals for which the legions 
of the Empire had gone to war. 

In a silence pregnant with painful 
memories, Secretary Claxton called the 
roll and at all too lengthy intervals 
there came the cry of “Here!” 

Col. Jamieson surprised the audience 
when he spoke of the many cam- 
paigns in which Canadians had 
fought. He spoke first of all of the 
vizored warriors who had battled un- 
der the white, lily-spangled banners of 
o'd France against Indian and English 
and American, And then, in turn, side 
by side with the red-coated soldiery 
of Britain against the American in- 
vader, and so down to the present day. 
He brought history home to the au- 
dience in a personal way when he in- 
troduced Bill West of Steele's scouts, 
a veteran of the '85 rebellion, The 
Colonel's speech was punctuated with 
cheers ending in a final enthusiastic 
outburst when he introduced Comrade 
West. 

NAVY TOASTED 

Lieut. Cmdr. Scott, R.N., aroused his 
hearers to a high pitch of enthusiasm | 
when he modestly answered to the 
toast “To the Navy,” while Lieut, J. 8 
Park, M.C., was presented with a purse 
of gold by Comrade A. Cockburn in 
recognition of his services as president 
of the Edmonton unit, on the eve of 
his departure for Saskatoon, as Al- 
berta director of the A, & N.V.

$432,000 WAS 
TRANS-CANADA 
PHONE PRICE 


This Amount Represents 
Share of This 
Province 


Alberta's share of the cost of the 
Trans-Canada telephone line now 
nearing completion will account for 
$432,000 of the $800,000 in the total 
telephone department estimates, ac- 
cording to a statement given the 
legislature on Friday by Hon. Vernor 
W. Smith, minister of railways and 
telephones, in the course of his contri- 
bution to the budget debate 

This project, he said, had been com- 
menced six years ago and as con- 
currence in the program by the tele- 
phone companies in all provinces was 
necessary, Alberta must be expected to 
bear a fair share of the burden, 

He also announced that the gov- 
ernment was not considering any re- 
duction in rates at the present time 
and could see no value accruing from 
uch an action. 

XTENSIONS CUT 

In dealing further with his estim- 
ates for this year, the Minister stated 
that all other extensions were being 
cut to necessities. Of the major items 
remaining after accounting for the 
vote for the Trans-Canada line, he 
pointed out that $123,843 was for im- 
provements in ecntral ofifce equip- 
ment with the major portion going to 
Caigary and the provision of special 
apparatus such as repeaters and test- 
ing equipment necessary for the opera- 
tion of the Trans-Canada lines. 

The remainder of the appropriation 
was for long distance lines extensions 
within the province as found necess- 
ary, together with a minimum amount 
for exchange and rural extensions de- 
manded by new communitics, 

The vote for operation and main- 
tenance was well within the figures 
experience had taught to be essential 
and the figures for interest, sinking 
fund and depreciation reserve were 
fixed charges not within the control 
of the budget adjustment. While the 
estimated surplus on operation was 
small, it was believed that with con- 
tinued economies, it would be possible 
to bring about the result forecast, 

NO INTERFERENCE 

“Opponents of public ownership will 
tell you,” he said, “that public utilities 
owned and operated by governments 
cannot be successful on account of 
undue interference from sources out- 
side the immediate management of the 
utility itself. In Alberta, of course, 
non-interefrence with the telephone 
management has been fo'lowed and 
results speak for themselves.” 

He reminded the house of the the- 
oretical obligation of a government in 
operating a public utility. That obli- 
gation was two-fold, simple and well 
understood, The government was re- 
quired in a developing province to ex- 
tend plant into sections of the coun- 
try which would be impossible from 
the point of view of a corporation re- 
quired to earn dividends on its capital 
investment. It was apparent that were 
the telephone system of Alberta owned 
by a corporation, many of the outlying 
parts of the province would be without 
telephone communication today. 

Again, a government was required 
to serve its utility subscribers, who 
were, nominally at least, its utility 
owners, at rates which covered fixed 
and operating costs and no more. 

He thought it would be agreed that 
the Alberta Government Telephones 
had more than fulfilled these the- 
oretical requirements, for extensions 
of telephone service invariab'y had 
followed development of territory as 
rapidly as it was humanly possible to 
do and rates had been such that the 
service had been given at cost or less.

37 Communicable

Inspector K. Duncan, in charge of 
“AY of the force temporarily, 
ins: emphatically that ther is no- 
thing in the situation at Vegreville to 
warrant the slightest fear of an arm- 
ed, organized outbreak. Inspector W 
FP. W. Hancock, regularly in command 
of the division, is out in the country 
on an inspection tour, but he is most 
certainly not at Vegreville. 

Constables Ted Davis and W, Win- 
nick were called into Vegreville from 
Two Hills and Willingdon, respective- 
ly, in fear of further clashes between 
opposing factions, but not to suppress 
any “revolution.”

RADIO CONTROL 
BY DOMINION 
IS APPROVED 


Proposal Now Being In- 
vestigated, Receives Un- 
animous Support 


Nationalization of radio broadcast- 
ing received the unanimous | *nedic- 
tion of the Alberta legislature on Fri- 
day when a motion to this effect, 
moved by Fred J, White, Labor leader, 
Calgary, was adopted 

The motion passed without either 
debate or dissent. 

The text of the resolution read as 
follows :-— 

“That this assembly believes that 
the best interests of Canada will be 
served by the adoption of the policy 
of national ownership of radio broad- 
casting and would recommend that 
the Dominion parliament enact the 
necessary legislation giving effect to 
the recommendation of the Aird 
report.” 

Mr. White, in moving his motion, 
directed the attention of members to 
the constant trend toward national- 
ivea radio in Europe and contended 
that the growing interest in 
countries as England and Germany, 
where national operation wag the 
rule, proved its popularity. 

He thought the listeners were the 
ones to be considered rather than the 
revenue seeking corporations operat- 
ir: the stations, 

In passing he entered a warm plea 
for the employment in theatres of 
musicans and urged the government 
to take some action, even to the ex- 
ten. of levying a heavier impost on 
such places of amusement where no 
real musicians were employed, 


LEASING OF 
CROWN LAND 
IS OPPOSED 


U.F.A. Member Attacks 
Plan Advanced by La- 


bor Leader 
Strenuous opposition to the pro- 
posal advanced by Fred J. White, 


Labor leader, Calgary, that under the 
new Alberta Lands Act the home- 
stead properties be leased and not 
sold, was voiced in the legislature on 
Friday by Milton ©. McKeen, U.F.A., 
Lac Ste. Anne, and deputy speaker of 
the house during the course of the 
debate on the budget

able form of lease could be drawn up, 
How long would it be for?

He thought the time had arrived 
when there should be a re-assessment 
of land in rural areas, There was 
nothing in the act laid down to give 


the assessor a fundamental start, 


There should be something provid« 
ing for the consideration of soil pros 
ductivity, natural conditions, location 


to market points and schools, class of 
roads, operation and other matters
